SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
i971 


The new Town Hall has been completed to the point where 
it is now useful for town and civic group activities. The 
$50,000 reserved at previous town meetings has been very well 
spent, supplemented by considerable volunteer work and 
contributions. The hall has a seating capacity of over 300 
with room to spare and it should meet the needs of the town 
for many years to come. 

The selectmen would like to thank all of the townspeople 
who helped in the project, and the original building 
committee for all its work on the design. Only a few moderate 
changes were required for practical reasons,in completing the 
work. Thanks to Dave Perry, contractor, for a job well done, 
and to those who made special contributions of money, labor 
and materials. (More on this in the Report of Town Hall 
Construction following. ) 

During 1991 a revised bookkeeping system was put into 
use and the computer is now producing many of our financial 
reports as well as highway department data. New requirements 
of the N.H. Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) for 
reporting revenue and expenses are built into the system now 
in use. 

Selectmen are appreciative of the efforts of the highway 
committee, appointed per article 5 of last town meeting, for 
the thorough job and the many hours spent in researching the 
Dugway Road and Albany Covered Bridge matter. 

Revaluation of all of the town’s taxable properties is due 
to be done and we have been setting money aside in a Reserve 
Fund toward the project. The state will probably be 
requesting it if we do not do it soon. We would like to begin 
in 1993 and work toward completion in 1994. More money is 
needed and we will be requesting a part of it this year, the 
balance over the next two. 

We are fortunate in Albany to have many citizens who work 
behind the scenes on various boards and committees. Their 
services are on a volunteer basis and they give the town many 
hours of their time. We join with all of the community in 
expressing sincere appreciation.

Article 4. To see if the Town will give the Selectmen 
permission to sell, at their discretion and in the best 
interests of the town, the land and town office building 
thereon currently in use on Route 16. (Conditional sales 
agreement in hand).

the maintenance and improvement agreement, acting in 
consultation with the Albany Covered Bridge/Dugway Road 
Committee, and to execute same in behalf of the Town so long 
as completed on or prior to January 31, 1993. If no final 
agreement is signed in writing between the USFS and the Town 
on or before said date, then this vote shall become null and 
void. Otherwise it will remain in full force and effect. 


(See the ROAD/BRIDGE COMMITTEE brochure enclosed in this Town 
Report for a complete overview of these issues and the 
proposal from the USFS, including a description of the two 
(2) AGREEMENTS. The exact terms of these agreements are to be 
negotiated and finalized by the Selectmen, acting in 
consultation with the Albany Covered Bridge/Dugway Road 
Committee, and are to be executed by the Selectmen for the 
Town on condition that this Article is adopted.) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to continue the i991 
Albany Covered Bridge/Dugway Road Committee for another year 
and authorize them to pursue registering the ALBANY COVERED 
BRIDGE on the National Register prior to and on condition 
that the USFS takes over ownership of the BRIDGE pursuant to 
the vote of abandonment of that section of DUGWAY ROAD which 
includes the ALBANY COVERED BRIDGE, and, on condition that 
the Selectmen negotiate and finalize the AGREEMENTS with the 
USFS, acting in consultation with the Albany Covered Bridge/

DUGWAY ROAD/ALBANY COVERED BRIDGE 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


At the 1991 Town Meeting ARTICLE #5: "....to put into study 
the discontinuance of the DUGWAY ROAD (from the State Highway 
maintenance line, north to the KANCAMAGUS HIGHWAY"....was 
approved by a Town vote. ARTICLE #4: "....to consider dis- 
continuing the ALBANY COVERED BRIDGE and giving the Forestry 
a Quit Claim Deed to it...." was to be included in the study. 


The Moderator appointed Frank Wolfe as Chairman; the 
committee was composed of Harold Cooke, Eugene Shannon and 
Willard Croto. Ann Wolfe volunteered to be Recording 
Secretary and was an ex-officio member of the committee. 


Several meetings were held throughout the year. One session 
was with Peter Hastings, Albany Town Counsel, and Forest 
Service Administration and advisors; another session was with 
Forest Service Administration and advisors reviewing the 
history of the Dugway Road/Albany Covered Bridge and the 
working relationship of Albany with the Forest Service. 

H. Bernard Waugh Jr., legal counsel for the New Hampshire 
Municipal Association was also contacted for his comments. 
The Forest Service opened their file to the Committee as did 
the Town. 


The Committee’s recommendations, which are reflected by 
appropriate articles on the Warrant, are: 


(1) Albany should vote to abandon DUGWAY ROAD (from the 
Kancamagus Highway to the Forest Service Property line on 
the west side of the Johnson Development). NOTE: If the 
Town wants the FOREST SERVICE to take responsibility for 
the ALBANY COVERED BRIDGE, then a section of road on 
either side of the BRIDGE must go with it. (State law. ) 
Remember: this action is NOT reversible. 

(2) Authorize the Selectmen to negotiate and finalize the 
exact terms of a binding, long-term master COOPERATIVE 
ROAD MAINTENANCE AGREEMENT and a CONTINUED USE AGREEMENT, 
acting in consultation with the Albany Covered Bridge/ 
Dugway Road Committee, and execute same in behalf of the 
Town, on or before January 31, 1993. 


(3) Authorize the Selectmen to enter into a PROJECT 

AGREEMENT with the United States Forest Service to repair the 
section of DUGWAY ROAD that runs easterly from the western 
boundary of the Johnson Development and the National Forest 
to the Dugway Picnic Area; and to raise and appropriate funds 
for the project. 


Enclosed in this Annual Report is a booklet which was 


assembled for the prime purpose of assisting you in making 
enlightened judgments on the issues involved in resolving the 
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future of the ALBANY COVERED BRIDGE and the DUGWAY ROAD. It 
is a summary of the many hours of study and research that was 
necessary for the ROAD COMMITTEE to fully comprehend all the 
issues from an historical, legal and economic perspective; as 
well as from the standpoint of the Town’s responsiblilty and 
ability to maintain the ROAD and the BRIDGE in the future. 
(If you received a copy of the booklet at one of the 
informational meetings, you will not receive a second copy 
with this Report. ) 

A copy of the FOREST SERVICE PROPOSAL, including a 
description of the two (2) AGREEMENTS, is included in the 
booklet. 


NOTE: If any article, or portion of an article, is not 


approved, i.e., the abandonment of the road (and the Bridge), 
the Forest Service’s ENTIRE proposal and the Project 


In addition, the Committee is requesting to be continued for 
another year to act as consultants to the Selectmen in 
negotiating and finalizing the terms of the AGREEMENTS with 
the Forest Service and to be authorized to pursue registering 
the ALBANY COVERED BRIDGE on the National Register. This 
request is also predicated on the condition that the Town 
vote to approve all of the other Articles.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
1991 REPORT 


North Country Council is the Regional Planning Commission for 
51 towns in northern New Hampshire. It was established 20 
years ago by the legislature to respond to communities’ needs 
for local and regional planning and development programs. As 
a membership organization, the Council is supported by local 
community dues which are used to match state and federal 
funding sources. 


Assistance available to member towns includes municipal 
planning, regional planning, transportation planning, 
business and industrial planning/development, landscape 
architecture, solid waste planning, resource management, GIS 
mapping and public education. The Council provides this 
professional assistance to Pianning Boards, Boards of 
Selectmen, Zoning Boards of Adjustment, Conservation 
Commissions, Solid Waste Districts, Local Development 
Corporations, Non-Profit Community Organizations, Chambers of 
Commerce, Educational Institutions and Social Service 
Organizations and Agencies in our member towns. 


In ALBANY, the Council completed the Albany Water Resources 
Management and Protection Plan. The Plan was accepted by the 
Office of State Planning on December 19, 1991 as compliant 
with state guidelines. Albany’s Plan is one of only 29 plans 
in the entire state to be so designated. The Plan was 
completed for Albany free of charge through the Council’s 
State Block Grant. 


Throughout 1991 North Country Council continued its 
commitment to local and regional planning assistance. The 
year also saw the Council rededicate its economic development 
program to address the worsening North Country economy, its 
solid waste program to aggressively reduce the volume of 
solid waste generated in the region, and its land use program 
to address the problems confronting the Northern Forest. 


In the ensuing year the Council will continue its present 
course and work program with an intense commitment to local 
technical assistance, development of local leadership and 
ability, and the provision of membership services to support 
community and regional needs. 


Persons interested in regional issues as discussed in this 
report are urged to contact their selectmen for appointment 
as Council representatives or committee members. 


FOREST FIRE WARDENS REPORT

1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Service as well as local fire departments due to 
our increase in the number of fires. Our three major causes 
of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and smoking 
Materials. 450 wildland fires in New Hampshire burned 
approximately 150 acres for an average fire size of one-third 
acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for 
extinguishing these fires. Keeping the average fire size 
this small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, our 
fire tower lookout system and the quick response of our 
trained local fire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and 
several Deputy Wardens that are responsible for directing 
suppression action on wildland fires, working with other fire 
department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest 
Fire Service to make sure that all fire department members 
are properly trained and equipped for suppressing wildland 
fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens receive 
specialized training each year, presented by the N.H. Forest 
Fire Service, to keep their skill level and knowledge of 
forest fire laws up to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also 
responsible for issuing burning permits for any open burning 
that is to be done in their community. In New Hampshire, any 
open burning, except when the ground is completely covered 
with snow, requires a written fire permit prior to lighting 
the fire. Before doing any open burning, it is recommended 
that you contact your local fire department to see if a 
permit is required and to save your community the cost of 
sending fire equipment on a false alarm. Any person 
violating the permit law (RSA 224:27) shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by 
requesting a fire permit before kindling a fire, be 
understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day to burn 
and help keep New Hampshire green! Thank you for being fire 
safe.

During the past year the committee has been relatively 
inactive with no major projects accomplished. Our five 
cemeteries in the northern and eastern sections of town 
received their usual excellent care from Tom Preston. The 
Jewell Cemetery in Wonalancet was cared for by Ed McKenzie, 
at no charge to the Town. The town did have hazard limbs 
(to grave stones and the public) removed from the Russell 
Cemetery in Passaconaway. 

There has been an offer made to sell to the town an 
additional parcel of land adjacent to the High Street 
Cemetery. This matter should be discussed by the 1992 
committee members, the land examined, need for additional 
space determined, and possibly public discussions held. 

Major projects for another year should include the on- 
ground marking of plots in the Hammond Cemetery on Drake Hill 
Road and in the High Street Cemetery addition. Removal of a 
very large double pine from the front of the Russell Cemetery 
along with the remains of a dead larch from the same cemetery 
should be accomplished to protect both the head stones and 
cemetery visitors. 

Ann Croto’s term expires this year and she will not be 
available for re-nomination. Ruth Morrill has resigned from 
the committee and Brad McKenzie has moved out of town. Any 
one wishing to serve on this committee, please see the 
Selectmen.

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INTERIM SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
By Richard B. Mezquita 


As your Interim Superintendent for the past eight months, it 
has been my intent to foster and promote three basic goals: 
restore the image of SAU #9 to a creditable level; provide 
individual districts with sound, consistent, constructive 
leadership, encompassing educational growth and development, 
balanced with productive human interrelationships; and 
facilitate preparation for the future. 


In this endeavor, I have stressed the importance of becoming 
involved, being an active participant, and demonstrating 
enthusiasm and devotion toward a worthy cause. I have 
attempted to foster awareness that each individual is unique 
by encouraging opportunities for each child appropriate to 
his or her abilities and interests. 


It is paramount that we promote an "I will - I can" attitude 
among our children, so that they may continually move on to 
greater achievement. Motivation is essential to achievement, 
and as educators, we must strive to energize our students. 
Motivation promotes success, and motivated students learn. 


However, this type of effort becomes meaningless if we do not 
address the issues squarely and in a forthright manner that 
have an impact on our local schools. It is imperative that 
our schools define what students should be expected to learn 
while in school. Our schools are asked and expected to teach 
everything from basic skills to high technology. 
State-mandated subjects, special interests, and the latest 
educational fads are all vying for accommodation in our 
schools. 


We need to encourage and participate in open and honest 
dialogue within our communities to harness support for our 
schools. Public awareness and involvement will improve our 
schools. We need to promote greater cooperation among 
ourselves and do away with the territorial disputes. It's 
time to take personal responsibility for what one does. In 
short, this means schools taking responsibility for their 
employees, teachers and others taking responsibility for 
their programs, parents taking responsibility for their 
children, and students taking responsibility for learning. 
It's not easy, but it is necessary. 


We need to return to the sense of community where 
cooperation, consensus, and collaboration take place. We 
need to reexamine how we are delivering our educational 
programs; i.e. the school day, length of year, and what we 
are testing. It is our responsibility as teachers, 
administrators, and citizens to seize the opportunity to make 
something significant happen in our school system and for our 


students. Through empowerment and fundamental change, "that 
something significant" will take place. 


As we move into the 1990's, we will be well served if we 
embrace the following thought: "There is nothing more 
difficult to take in hand, more perilous to conduct, or more 
uncertain in its success than to take the lead in the 
introduction of a new order of things." 
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CONWAY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 
By Lois Gould 


School is a major component in every child's life. It is 
important that it be a good place for children; warm, secure, 
and safe, as well as educationally sound. Conway Elementary 
teachers continue, to advocate for children, to make strong 
connections with parents, and to provide appropriate and 
challenging educational programs. 


In September, the students and staff of Conway Elementary had 
our first opening in the new and completed facility. It was 
a quiet, well-organized opening without the complications of 
years past caused by lack of space or construction crews. We 
now have enough teaching spaces and work areas to accommodate 
our student population and educational programs. An example 
of the effect of the new facility on our school programs is 
that with a new cafeteria, the gymnasium has become available 
for classes during the middle of the day, which allowed us to 
better organize and lengthen the day for kindergarten 
children. 


The only part still to be completed is our playground. A 
decision was made this fall to contract with Learning 
Structures, Inc. to design and help organize a community 
constructed play area. Students and interested adults have 
already been involved with the design of various structures 
to be included on the playground, and are now ambitiously 
working on a penny collection to help fund some of the 
components. Parents, friends, and citizens are all invited 
to help us with this part of the building project which is 
scheduled to happen on May 8 and 9, 1992. 


It is our goal to give every child the firm foundation needed 
to become a lifelong learner. In order to do this, we must 
provide a variety of opportunities for them to learn about 
their own strengths and interests. Children at Conway 
Elementary are encouraged to work in a variety of areas: 
through art, music, and movement; through both classroom and 
schoolwide themes; and through enrichment programs and 
activities. This year some of those programs for children 
included a Handicapped Awareness Day, Geography and Spelling 
Bees, Odyssey of the Mind, Peer Leaders, Student Council, the 
Red Hots Jump Rope Team, and our school band and chorus. 


A number of published writers and illustrators were invited 
to spend a day with our own student authors for an annual 
Young Authors' celebration. Other students helped publish a 
Conway Elementary memory yearbook which was printed by our 
friends, the students at Kennett High School. Our student 
Peer Leaders were involved in the planning and production 
last spring of a Colossal Cougar Extravaganza, which included 
an opportunity for students to teach parents about their 
classroom program. In the fall every student was involved in 
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some way in the production of a school Powwow, complete with 
costumes, drummers, dancers, trade goods, and good will among 
tribes. Through our connection with the Conway Police and 
the DARE (Drug Abuse Resistance Education) program, Police 
Officer Bob Grant has been in our building every week working 
with students on substance abuse prevention programs and 
helping children develop a positive relationship with police. 


Teachers display their sincere commitment to the education of 
children through their extensive professional growth 
activities such as course work, workshops, readings in 
current literature, sharing of information, and learning from 
others. They have attended workshops for behavior 
modification techniques, special education integration 
strategies, CPR, and curriculum development. The entire 
school population is involved with a restructuring of the way 
we teach math. Teachers have been involved in a math course 
and curriculum writing project, and throughout the school 
there is renewed emphasis on using math in daily activities. 
Children are not only learning how to do math, but also how 
to use math in their daily lives. 


As part of the schoolwide emphasis on reading and writing 
skills, our school library and PTA Reading is Fundamental 
(RIF) committee have sponsored a number of reading incentive 
programs to promote a love for reading. Through such 
programs as the reading Iditarod, children are encouraged to 
read every day and to recognize the importance and value of 
reading. At the end of each reading incentive project, each 
child is provided with a free book as part of the RIF book 
distribution program. 


This year one of our goals was to help parents become more 
involved in the education of their children. To that end, we 
held a Back to School Night just for parents during the first 
week of school where teachers had an opportunity to explain 
curriculum and classroom expectations and to answer 
questions. In October we held an Open House for parents and 
children for visitations and demonstrations. In December 
children invited parents to join us for our annual Holiday 
Dinner. Over 300 parents came to school to visit and share a 
bit of their child's lives with them. During the winter, we 
sponsored a series of Parenting Sessions with district 
psychologist, Dr. Swenson, and school counselor, Diane 
Demers. There were also a number of well-attended parenting 
workshops provided through the Community Health In Progress 
(CHIP) group under the guidance of Betsy Bungeroth. 


Conway Elementary is proud of its school and of the people 
and programs within it. The students here are the taxpayers 
and voters of the 2lst century. It is our goal to give them 
the foundation they will need in order to meet the challenges 
their world will present. They must be literate learners who 
feel secure in their own abilities to make the decisions that 
will form the future.
